Quincy A. Poston of Xew Salem 
was painfully injured this 
morning 
when the boiler on an engine he was 
running ex ploded, 
llin injuries are 
serious, but, is is believ ed that they 
are not bad enough to cause him any 
permanent trouble. 
His escape from 
death seems remaik anle, when some 
of the freak s of the 
ex plosion are 
k nown. 
Mr. Poston was firing an 
engine 
which was running a feed grinder at 
the home of Ed Downey , who liv es 
on 
Sy lv ester Colv in’s farm. 
The 
ex plosion 
occurred 
without a m o­ 
ment’s warning. 
The 
report 
was 
heard for a long distance. 
Mr. P os­ 
ton was blown twenty feet and pain­ 
fully cut and bruised. 
His worst in­ 
juries, howev er, were from burns re ­ 
ceiv ed when the hot w ater from the 
boiler was thrown ov er him. 
Xo one 
else was near the engine when the ex ­ 
plosion occurred and the fac t that 
the 
men 
escaped so 
fortunately 
seems almost miraculous. 
The men were all dazed and ex ­ 
cited a t the same time by the ex plo­ 
sion and for a few minutes did not 
k now what to do. 
Then they saw Mr. 
Poston ly ing about twenty feet away 
from the engine and rushed to his 
side. 
Dr. Miller was called immedi­ 
ately and the injured man is resting 
fairly well this afternoon, although 
the burns indicted by the scalding 
w ater are causing him much pain. 
One peculiar freak of the accident, 
which shows the force of the ex plo­ 
sion, is that a large stick of wood 
was blown a distance of six ty feet 
and penetrated the wall of a smok e 
house.

Just try it o nce a nd y o u will find o ut 
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just where the difficulty comes. 
P e r­ 
haps m istak es hav e been made in the 
purchasing. 
But the m anager of the 
fund believ es the women who planned 
the presents and made out the lists 
hav e been rem ark ably successful in 
their work . 
Xow for the present status of the 
work . 
The articles are all arranged 
on the third floor of the Republican 
building.

has prev ailed here fo r sev eral day s 
has cau sed heav y ice to appear in the 
riv er and ev en the larger bo ats are 
afraid to v entu re o u t. 
Mo st o f the 
bo ats in this po rt hav e go ne into winter 
harbo r in the mo u ih o f Green riv er, 
nine miles abo v e here. 
W hite and 
W abash riv ers are no w filled with ice 
and the stream s are ex pected to be 
fro zen o v er in a few day s, pro v ided 
the present co ld weather co ntinu es. 
There is no t a bo at ru nning o n the 
lo wer Ohio riv er between here and Cai 
ro , and as a resu lt many o f the to wns 
o n the riv er that depend u po n the 
bo ats alto gether fo r the mails and 
o ther things are cu t o ff fro m co mmu ni­ 
catio n with the o u tside wo rld. 
It is 
said that in many o f these to wms o n 
the riv er and o ff a railro ad that the 
co al su pply is ru nning lo w and that 
peo ple will be fo rced to bu rn drift­ 
wo o d. 
Bo at o wners here hav e been 
fo rtu nate in getting their craft into 
winter harbo r, and thu s far no serio u s 
inju ry has been repo rted to bo ats.
